Sir: 

The undersigned, PERFECTO LACOSTE, respeetfully 
represents ; 

that he is a native of the Island of Cuba,38 years 
of age, married, planter and a citizen of the United 
States,having become naturalized at the Hamilton 
County Probate Court, State of Ohio, U.S. on the 16th 
of July,1878; 

that about one year afterwards,ne eame to Cuba 
to look after his interests consisting of his large 
landed property,having obtained a passport from the 
Department of State of the United States, dated 21st 
July,1879,and numbered 15,664; and that he was re=- 
gistered about a year later on April 26rd,1880, at 
the U.S.Consulate General,in its Register of Citi- 
zens, No. 2086; 

that he married his wife,LUCIA LACOSTE, --in 


whose name and interest he also appears,--in May, 


1885; that subsequent to 1879, he resided two years 


in Europe, and has made visits to Cuba, passing the 


winter seasons in attending to the management of his 
estate; and that he took up his residence in this 
eity in 1894,and that he has faithfully observed 

all the laws of Spain in these dominions, punctually 
‘paid the taxes on their united properties,- his ow 
and his wife's,- and all the other dues of the Span- 
ish Government, and that during the revolutionary dis- 
turbances now agitating this Island,he has kept aloof 
from all participation therein,and has strictly ob- 
served all the laws of asntwality ineumbent on him 

as a citizen of the United States. 

That, however,since the beginning of this insur- 
reetion,he, as well as others, has received from the 
insurgents, those Spanish subjects in revolt against 
the Government of Spain in this {sland,orders eoupled 
with threats not to remove any eattle or horses from 
his properties,especially from those belonging to 
him in Holguin,in the Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
where the insurrection began; and that notwithstand- 
ing all his efforts, he has been unable to save any 
part of his property in that distriet; that the fen- 
ees have all been destroyed and the property aban= 
doned,and he consequently considers an ete loss 
to him the ten thousand head of eattle and the five 


hundred horses and mares he had on said properties. 


That on the 28th of November last,the insurgent 


forees under command of the chief,CLOTILDE GARCIA, 


S. 
invaded the plantation known as "SOCIEDAD",in Maeagua, 
in the Province of Matanzas,belonging to his wife, 
and burned all the buildings which composed the "ba- 
tey"of the estate, took off all the eattle they need- 
ed and carried away thirty one horses of the Anglo- 
Arab breed that were on the place. 

That on the lst of Jamary,1896,the insurgents, 
commanded by the chief BERMUDEZ,also burned the eane- 
fields of the “LA BENITA", farm, situated in Alfonso XII 
Province of Habana,belonging to his wife and destroyed 
thereby about a million and a half afrobas of eane. 

That on the 6th of Jameary last,being at the 
time on the plantation called "CENTRAL LUCIA”, and 
known also by its old name “GARRO",there appeared 
a large force of insurgents under tre leadership of 
ANTONIO MACEO, and passed through his property, stoép- 
ping at the dwelling house, where MACEO and a number 


of his officers demanded bread and coffee. Among 


them was the brigadier MIRO formerly known to this 


deponent. Seeing that his cane-fields were on fire, 
this appearer jrede a remonstrance,on the plea that 
he was a eitizen of the United States and he suceceed- 
ed in obtaining an order Prom itRO, wae acted as the 
Chief of Staff to MACEO, to respect his property, and 
an authorization to do what he could to put out the 


fires,which after a great deal of hard work with his 


colonos or farm laborers,he succeeded in doing, but 
if :

The undersigned, ANTONIO A.MARTINEZ, respectfully 
represents; 
that he is a native of the Island of Cuba, and 
a citizen of the United States,having been naturalized 
in the Court of Common Pleas,eity ef New York,on 
Deeember 5th,1863; that he came to Cuba about 1890, 
to take up his residence,on aecount of having in- 
herited property; 
that he is the owner of the plantation ealled 
the “SAN ANTONIO",whieh borders on the village of 
Aguaeate,in the Province of Habana; 
that during the past month of January,1896, the 
battalion of Spanish troops,ealled the Batallon Pro- 
visional de Cuba,entered at least twelve times his 
eane-fields,and eut eane for fodder for their ani- 
mals, and thereby destroyed at least fourteen thous- 
and arrobas of cane; 


that during the month of February, the Comandate 


ie 


er Major PARAMO,of the Espana Regiment, eneamped in 


the village and ordered his men fourteen or fifteen 


times to eut cane in his fields for forage, and there- 
by destroyed three large fields of eane of about ten 
thousand arrobas @ach,or thirty thousand arrobas in 
all. The men broke dom the fences several times, 
thus allowing asi meine cattle to run in and eat 
up and destroy large traets of newly planted and 
growing cane. 

In march last, Col:MOLINA, commanding a eolum 
of troops, eneamped twiee in the village,and also 
sent his men to eut eane in this deponent's fields, 
and thereby destroyed at least eight thousand arrobas; 

that during the latter part of March,the Tala- 
vera Batallon under command of Col: ALBERGOTI, and 
Major LORIENTE, established its headquarters in the 
village,and every time it returned from éperations, 
two or three hundred cavalry entered the fields to 
eut eane,and so far have evt and destroyed over 
thirty thousand arrobas. The Guerilla Local, a body 
of troops belonging to the village,has also sent its 
men many times to eut eane in the fields and has de- 
stroyed some of them. 

That several passing eolumns of Spanish troops 
whieh this deponent is unable toe designate,have also 
torn down and destroyed many fenees,and eut large 
quantities of eane,and that all the fields that have 
been eut are ruined for future yield. 


That on the night of the 22nd March last,as 
; j 


Se 
stated in official despatehes, the Spanish troops had- 
a skirmish with the insurgents in the neighborhood 
of this deponent's plantation. At the same time 
several of his eane fields were set on fire and 
nearly sixty acres of very fine eane were burnt, 
destroying thereby over one hundred and fifty thous- 
and arrobas and ruining the Plant or rattoons for 
future productiah. 

Eight yoke of oxen tied te pasture or graze in 
the “guardarayos",or avenues,also disappeared; some 
were burned,and the rest went astray. 

Four good horses of this deponent's property 
were also taken away by passing colums,in compliance, 
as stated,with the orders of the Government; and that 
the Spanish troops have also earried away a large 
number of pigs,turkeys and ehiekens,etc,whieh this 
deponent had on his place. 

That he estimates the losses whieh he has susr 
tained by the aforesaid oceurrences as set forth, 


in eonsequenee of the depredations eommitted on his 


property to be at least thirty five thousand dollars 


in gold. 

WHEREFORE this deponent protests solemnly and 
publiely against the losses and damages he has suf- 
fered to his property and interests by reason of the 
ae tion of the Spanish troops, the depredations ¢om- 
mitted on his property by them,and all eonsequent 
losses,costs and damages resulting to him,and there- 


by originated,and declares that he believes he is

The undersigned, CRISTOBAL N.MADAN, respect, fully 
represents; 

that he is a native of the Island of Cuba, 60 
years of age,un-married,planter and a citizen of the 
United States,which citizenship he acquired as the 
son of an american citizen, and by residenee in thé 
United States twelve years before reaehing his ma- 
jority;and that he eame to Cuba in 1859. 

That he is the owner of the sugar plantation 
knew as “LA ROSA", situated in the distriet of CI- 
MARRONES, jurisdietion of Matanzes;, that he has paid 
all taxes demanded of him and faithfully observed 
the laws of the eountry: 

That on the 23rd of December,1895,a foree of 
insurgents numbering about 2000 horsemen commanded 
by the leader MAXIMO GOMEZ,came upon the said plan- 
tation,and set fire to his eane-fields in many pla- 
¢es,and burned about 400000 arrobas of eane and 


carried away six saddle horses belonging to him. 


That he was warned by the said insurgent general 


MAXIMO GOMEZ,not to attempt to grind any more eane, 


for if he thereafter found any one engaged in grind- 
ing contrary to his orders, he would hang all of then, 
and would blow up the buildings. 

That on the 28th March last,he found about twen- 


ty soldiers of the Spanish troops, the Anteqera 


Colum or Regiment, aecompanied by about thirty blaeks 


and mulattoes, and a number of earts,in one of his 
eane-fileds, cutting cane tops as fodder for the 
horses of the Spanish troops; 

that he addressed the chief, who seemed to be 
a corporal,and asked him by whose authority he was 
cutting the cane,and made himself known as the owner 
of the place; 

that the said eorporal answered him that he did 
not recognize him for anything, and he should contine 
the eutting of the cane; 

that this deponent therevpon informed the eor- 
poral that he would go to Jovellanos and report the 
ease to the Comandante Militar, and the corporeal very 
eurtly told him that he should go nowheres and put 
guards over him to prevent him from moving.

My name is ALFREDO LARBORDE; I am 38 years of age; 
I am a native of New Orleans, La ; I was the captain or 
master of the ameriean schooner "COMPETITOR", belonging 
te Mr.Jeseph Well,of Key West * this vessel had a lieense 
a wrecking lieense,and I eleared her at the Key West 
Custom House,with four others be@ides myself,as erew, 
5 all told; I took on board 24 men as passengers for 
Lemon City, Fla,at two dollars eaeh; and sailed from 
Key West at 2 o'eloek in the morning ; when in the 
neighborhood of Cape Sable,on the 22nd ultimo, the 
passengers took eharge of the shep, seized her, and 
six of them eame into my eabin to make me surrender 
the ship; one of them,named TARBOADA,held a pistol to 
my breast,and I gave up the command; they then took 
the sehooner to Cape Sable,and here took on board 
23 men,with arms and munitions; they then informed 
me that from Cape Sable to Rebeeea Light,they ex- 
peeted to meet a steamer with more men and arms for 
Cuba; but when we arrived off Rebeeca Light,I told 
them that the sehooner could net go into the Gulf, 
on aecount of her bad condition, but TABOADA, who aeted 


as pilot,told me to shut up,and overpowered my ob- 


jeetions. 


We reaehed Cuba,near Berraecos,San Cayetano, on 


Saturday the 25th April and immediately landed ; 


they forced me to go in the first boat with one of 
the erew,and 19 men; all landed and escaped: I went 
back on board with the boat,and another lot landed; 
we were sighted by a Spanish tug- or steam launch; 

I ordered the American flag to be set, but the mate, 
Mr.WILLIAM GILDEA,who tried to set it,found the hal- 
liards foul,and as he was shot at twice,he threw it 
down. I held the flag against the rigging so that 
it should be seen; not a shot was fired from the 
schooner for we had no arms; the jiicmewrs had arms, 
and we understood also dinamite. We made no efforts 
to eseape with the passengers, because we had heen 
foreed,and therefore we determined to stay by the 
ship; then we were seized,or captured by the Spanish 
launeh. 

They put me into what is ealled a Spanish wind- 
lass, by tying my wrists together and then drawing the 
rope tight by a stiek thrust threugh, which caused me 
great torture and made my wrists swell. 

I know nothing of a proclamation signed Laborde, 
there was another Laborde among the passengers, taller 
than I,and about 32 years old, who spoke French webl; 
all our papers,letters, etc, were taken away by our 


eaptors,and we have none to show,

he has been recently acting as Administrator of 

seid plantation, and that he had made all the neces- 
‘sary preparations on the plantation for the taking 
off of the present erop of 1895-96; and was ready to

that during the revolutionary disturbances now 
agitating this Island,he has kept aloof from any 
participation therein,has punctually paid his taxes 
and other dues exacted by the Kiveranent. ced Oob- 
served all the laws of Spain in these dominions, 
and especially those laws of neutrality ineumbent 
upon him to observe as.a citizen of the United States. 

That for a number of weeks past,he has been 
the object of petty annoyances on the part of the 
Spanish troops stationed at MINAS,which operate in 
the zone or belt of the plantation, and even of re- 
peated outrages,such as taking away horses and ecat- 
tle from the estate; and even in the oe of 
April last,a number of troops entered the “potrero" 
or stoek-farm, "San Joaquin",part of the "SAN MIGUEL" 
estate, and foreibly Pa and ransacked the dwel - 


ling house,which at the time was un-oecupied by the 


appearer or any of his family and had been left in 


charge of two employees; they threw down all the 
clothing, furniture,papers and books,and killed and 
earried away some of the geese and rabbits on the 
Place; they also earried away one of the said em- 
ployees,he is supposed to have been shot by then, 
the other man escaped. As it happened the Major, 
or Somandate was that day breakfasting with this 
appearer and his family; the next day this appearer 
sent a letter of complaint to him,but never received 
any reply or satis faetion for the damages done him. 
The 23rd day of peek bart of these same froops 
came on the place and did a lot of wanton damage, 
tore down the drug store and the other two buildings 
used as stores,ripping them to pieces,leaving only

leased because the officer learned that they were

Ameriean citizens. 

That in eensequence of these insults and inju- 
ries to his property and person,and the lack of pro- 
tection which he was entitled to receive in the 
premises from the Spanish Government,this appearer 
was forced to abandon his property,and even was ver- 
bally ordered to do so by the said officer cormand- 
ing to leave,who advised him also to leave the ecoun- 
try,also assuring him that the Comandante FONDESVIELA 
would have shot him had he been present; wherefore 
this appearer with his family came precipitately 
to Havana. 

That he has since learned that on the 3rd of 
May,all the buildings on his plantation,with the 
exception of the sugar house and machinery,have

start to run away,shouting and screaming, quite a 
number of the soldiers,on horse and a-foot chased 
him and killed him with their machetes,even gouging 
out his eyes,leaving his dead nedy where it lay. 
Some of the soldiers broke open and ransacked the 
overseer's house,and others shook down the back doors 
and entered the house of this deponent, and took away 
some plates, spoons,etc. That he saw everything from 
his house where he remained quiet <a thet he over- . 
heard the captain who seemed in command of the troops 


order the ower to leave the plangation or that he 


should be shot if he remained; the soldiers remained 


about an hour longer,and then went away,carrying off 


with them,Tomas Linares; Zanabria, the wounded man, 
Ciriaco Ferrera;Plorencio Cardenas, a colored ser- 
vant and Andres Torres,the cheese maker. The owner, 
and his nephew were left behind efter being threat- 
ened; that he has heard that Torres was released, 


but he has no knowledge of the others named.

Not heing able to repay the amount Pedro 1. Fernandez Save 
the mortgage on his property to the American house, which 
mortgage is duly recorded in the Cuban registers. 
Subsequently the New York house transferred its rights 

to the heirs of Robert Fernandez,also American citizens. 

Claim for payment was heing urged in the tribv- 
nel of the island when the judicial proceedings have been 
suddenly stopped by the recent decree of Captain General 
Weyler. suspending for one year all judicial proceedings 
for recovery of money lent on mortgage$ (See Bande of 
May 15th, ) 


Against the evident injustice of such a

Recently, the administrator,Mr.Pedro Mora y Ledon, 


who has had sole charge of the property,tendered his 
imnation,which was accepted,and his successor appointed, 
Mr.John McCulloch,one of the proprietors of the Central 
"Unidad",an adjoining estate. Of this Mr.Mora was duly. 
apprised. 

On the 25th.inst.Mr.McCulloch presented Mr.Mora his 
authority of appointment,and order for the books and all 
other property of the “Victoria Co." This Mr.Mora re- 
fused,on the indefensible ground that of an alleged -~ 
claim due him by the Company. 

This Consulate then addressed a note to Mr,Mora, 
stating that I had been informed,hy letters from the 
President of the Victoria Co. that. he had resigned, and 


Mxr.,John McCulloch appointed administrator, that if the 


said Company owed him, they had ample property here to 


satisfy any just claim,and that in holding possession of 


this property he Was proceeding without due process of 
law. I then protested against his illegal seizure of 

American property,stating that the estate hed no one on 
it who was or could be held responsible for its proper 


care,that the now self appointed person,who claimed pos- 


session and econtrol,did not reside on nor does he visit 


the property,that the principal employees on the property

were engagedand are under the influence of \r.Mora, who,

by open threat that, he would institute a "suit against tha

estate,which if he gained nothing more, would make it 


cost the Company one hundred thousand dollars",declares 
himself willing to inflict injury rather than uphold the 
interests of the estate. 

In addition,I made the charge before this peer 
court,that Mr.Mora,head taken charge of the property with- 
out authority,and in declining to surrender it,gave as 
a sole reason,that the estate owed him which claim he 
not even provased to have substantiated? 


The Judge to whom [I appiied,while very courteous, 


expressed it as his opinion that he could not consider 
my protest,and suggested that t appeal to the higher 
authorities at Havana. 

I write to ask your good offices in this matter, 
(1) Because the courts here will take no action, but re- 


fer me to Havana,and (2) T know of,my own knowledge 


that this valuable property as it now is forcibly hela by 


an avowed enemy,with his plant tools employees theredn, 
is in eryeat jeopardy of material injury,if not total 


destruction.

If the authorities will not dispossess Mr.Mora im- 


mediately or cause him to show e valid reason for seiz- 


ing and holding the property of Americen citizens,I 
would suggest,as the property is really liable to de- 
struction,if he controls it,that you serve notice on the 
Spanish authorities,that ovr Government will hold Spain 
liable for all damages to this property.

and Spain. Accordingly you will observe that under 
article 20 of the said Treaty the inhabitants of the 
territories of each party shall respectively have free 
access to the courts of the other,and they shall be 
permitted to prosecute suits for the recovery of their 


property. (1) Therefore,as you will observe,the “vic- 


toria“company has its remedy. before the courts of the 


country for the recovery of its property from Mr.Mora, 


and (2) for obtaining satisfaction for any damage that it

may have sustained by his refusal to deliver the property 
to its regularly appointed agent;and (3) to which end 
it is acreed under artiele 7 of the’ same Treaty that:

here,but at other consular offices on ths Island and 
then transmitted to this consulate general,and also 
in the correspondence with the fiseal authorities:.eof 
the Island,mestly eondueted in two languages. 

As already stated to the Department , not a dollar 
was eharged for any service sonnceted with said busi- 
ness,either for an official fee,or for any personal 


service of an un-offiecial,notarial or elerieal ehar- 


acter,or for extra hours of labor,my sole purpose 
‘cones beeline been te aid in i a to the 
_development of our foreign commerce. 

I will here state,what is known to be a notorious 
fact,that no notary public here eould be induced at 
any time to receive a protest against any branch of 


the Spanish public service,and only through the in- 


structions of the Department of State,and the action

of this eonsulate general could the importers here 
of american products,under the reciprocity agreement, 
make any claim or receive any attention whatever to 
their protests. I support this assertion by the sworn / 
statement of the clerks who were serving in this of- 
fiee during the existence of said treaty. 

These were some of the reasons which absolutely 


forced the continuance of a tried and capable clerk 


and the payment to him of a fair salary,which made 


an outlay in excess of the sum allowed this office for 


clerical service. It was impossible without detriment 
to ierioan commerce to diminish the elerical foree 
of the consulate general during the period of the 
treaty. 

Sinee the date of my former statement referred 
to;September 15th,1894,- I have paid out several sums 
to temporarily employed clerks,but the extra labor 
thrown upon the office by the actual circumstances 
of the Island,warranted a regular clerk,and since 
hai last ,Mr.TOSCA was again employed in order to 
keep up the necessary clerical force,at a further 


expense to myself,and the total,as shown in the

I respectfully submit that in my opinion the 
Government could not have intended to impose extra 
burdens upon this office without: making some provi- 


sion therefor. And I have to ask that the character 


of a great part ef the duties performed at this con- 


sulate general may also be taken into account,duties 


involving diplomatic or semi-diplomatic functions, 
owing to the great distance of this Island from its 
Mother-country,where is situated the Legation of the 


United States. It is superflous to specify the well- 


known cases that have occurred within several years 
past,as well as those of quive recent occurrence, 
wherin usually diplomatic intervention only is allowed, 
that have been attended to by this consulate general. 
Although under the law,no extra compensation is pro- 
vided for the preformance of such duties,I respeet- 
fully beg their consideration in connection with the 
subject now engaged upon,and with reference to par- 
agraph 465 of Consular Regulations,which,in view of 
the special characteristics of this office,when com- 
pared with the consulates general of London,Paris, 
Berlin,Vienna,St.Petersburg,Rio de Janeiro and Mexico, 
in each of which places is located a diplomatie ia. 
owing to its great distance from the eorresponding 
Legation at Madrid,would seem to make it specially 
applicable and justificatory of my claim; as I have 


actually performed diplomatic funetions in the ab- 


sence of any regular diplomatic officer in this coun- 


try,and would therefore be entitled to receive extra 
compensation therefor,at the rate of compemsation 


allowed to a secretary of legation. 


In support of the foregoingclaim,!I would call the 


attention of the Department to the following facts: 
Within a few months , (November 1884,) after my entry 
upon the duties of this office,I made a full report

the office and correspondence of my predecessors for 
a score of years previously,showing that all had 


written in the same sense upon the subject of the 


compensation of the office,its duties,its inadequate 
clerical force,and the dangers, discomforts and ex- 

pense of a residence in this tropical country for 

any length of time. This report was published as 

Ex: Doc: No.65,of the 48th Congress. Among other matters 
I therein stated that in former years, therehad been 

two consular clerks assigned to this office whose 


salaries amounted to $2,400.- and a further allow- 


ance for extra clerk hire,of $2,000.- which commenced 
July 1st,1874. The consul general also had allowances 


from the Post Office and Navy Departments,which he 


applied towards the expense of clerk hire,but these 


allowances were discontinued in 1877. He also acted 
as sub-commissioner under the Hispano-Amerigan Claims 
need kine ail had an extra compensation. From Novem- 
ber,1880,there has been but one consular clerk,and 
from July ist,1884,the clerk hire allowance was cut 


down to $1,600.- and this happened during a period 


when the work of the office was gradually increasing.

WE, the endeostindd, skteke of the Consulate General 
of the United States at Habana,and serving therein during the 
existence of the Reciprocity Agreement between the United 
States and Spain,do hereby declare,under oath,that from our 
own personal knowledge,it was impossible for the importers 
here of American goods imported under the conditions of the 
treaty,who desired to make protest or claim against the Span- 
ish eustoms authorities for misinterpretation thereof or er- 
rors in the entry of goods,originating from the absence of the

HAVANA, May 23.

The 
end of May signals the close of the dry season, 
and for several months afterwards active military 
operations will be almost impracticable. A few

There is not one word 
to be said in defence of the Spanish generalship. 
With an army of 175,000 men, unlimited supplies 
of all kinds, perfect weather, little or no sickness 
amongst the troops, indeed with everything in 
his favour, General Weyler has been content to 
act purely on the defensive and see anarchy and 
destruction sweep over the whole country. Nor 
can the excuse be now urged that the rebels are 
never sufficiently concentrated to allow of any 
serious engagement taking place. The answer for 
any such plea of justification is to stand in the 
midst of the Spanish entrenchments and look 
towards the mountain ranges in the northern part 
of the provinco of Pinar del Rio.

No 
pretence is made that the position of Maceo is 
unknown or in any doubt, indeed a Spanish 
general pointed out to me the location of the 
rebel camp. The oft-repeated statement that Maceo 
cannot cross the Spanish lines has now become 
wearisome, stale,and unprofitable; no doubt when 
his own time arrives the insurgent leader will 
make an attempt to break through the entrench- 
ments,and in the meantime he is content to stay 
where he is and hold on the defensive more 
than a third of the . peep forces. General 
Weyler has sacrificed all his resources to the one 


idea of defending the small section of the country | 
in the neighbourhood of Havana, and even this |} 


is by no means efficiently done,as is proved by the 
presence of groups of insurgents, some of these 
600 to 1,000 strong, constantly 
a few miles of here and between this city and the 
Spanish intrenchments. Only yesterday one of 
these groups tere up a section of rails on the 
Western Railway, cutting the communication 
between Havana and Artemisa, the headquarters 
of the Spanish defensive line. From the windows 
of my hotel] I frequently see the sky lurid with 
the reflection of burning villages and sugar-cane 
plantations. When the work of destruction is 
complete a column of troops is sent to the spot 
only to find that the rebels have moved on else- 
where. 

Is it for the pursuance of this anemic and 
disastrous policy of military inaction that Spain 
is called upon to sacrifice her lifeblood ? Surely

That tho work of destruction carried on by the 
rebels is unworthy of the faintest degree of sym- 
pathy is patent to ail who have followed the course of

Gomez during the past 15 months. With a badly- 
armed rabble, lacking in supplies of ammunition 
and war material of every kind, he has marched 
through districts held by a hundred thousanc 
Spanish troops; he has defied the Spanish 
enerals on all sides, and everywhere shown 
imself their absolute superior in the strategy 
adapted to the topogruphy of the country 
anc the conditions prevalent in Cuba. The 
Spaniards fall into the error of underrating 
their fue ; Maximo Gomez has never yet.

enclosing one from Mr.Joseph 1:}.Cepero complaining of his 
treatment in the Carcel of this city. 

I vidited Mr, Cepero yesterday and had a full 
conversation with him in rerard to the matter and the 
facts as stated by him are as follows:- 

He ig eonfined with forty other prisoners,in a 
large room,about 35 feet square,called the guleria, vi th- 
out furniture, though he has a mattrass,pillows ate.on 
the floor, He complains of this and insists upon a sep- 
arate room or one with only two or three other occupants. 

There are several small rooms in the prison 
for the accommodation of prisoners able to pay,but the 
aleaide told me sins were all occupied. 


Cepero has his meals hrought to him twice a day 


sent by his wife. She and his five children have the 


privilege of visiting him twice a week - “ednesday and 


Sunday - and they come on those days and are allowed an
